Abshire Holds 
Hearings for

The State Senate hearings on

TAX DEDUCTION: “My car was 
submerged in the recent hurricane.

Can I deduct for the damage to my!

Answer: Not in this case, since 
you were reimbursed. But any non- 
reimbursed damage to cars, shrub- 
bery, house, other possesions, in 
the recent hurricanes*or any other 
storms is deductible, including any; 
excess of loss over the amount for 
which you were reimbursed. 

INSURED SAVINGS: “You say 
the Federal Savings and Loan In- 
surance Corp. is similar to the Fed-| 
eral Deposit Insurance Corp. I 
have a magazine, Your Investment,| 
of Feb. 1940, which says FDIC is 
much superior.”

Answer: The FSLIC insures de- 
posits in savings and loan associa-| 
tions. FDIC insures deposits in| 
banks. The insurance is similar in) 
the respect that both FSLIC and! 
FDIC are Government-sponsored 
corporations insuring deposits up, 
to $10,000. The difference is that} 
more of the funds of savings and) 
loan asociations are invested in, 
mortgages, and thus are not as 
liquid as bank investment portfo- 
lios. The FSLIC might tend to wait| 
longer before declaring a savings; 
and loan association in default, and 
proceeding to repay the insured 
depositors. Thus you might have) 
to wait longer to get your money 
out of an insured savings and loan 
associaiton that gets into difficul- 
ties, but ultimately you would. As 
an added reassurance, FSLIC has 
promised prompt payment in case 
of default. 


But the public should also realize} 
that not all savings and bank asso- 
ciations do have FSLIC deposit in-! 
surance (most banks do have FDIC! 
insurance). All Federally-chartered 
savings and loan associations do 
have deposit insurance (such asso-} 
ciations have the word “Federal” 
in the -names). Some state-char- 
tered associations also have it. 


Some of the state-chartered non- 
insured associations pay high in- 
terest rates—as much as 5 percent 
~—but there is more risk. Also note} 
that membership in the Federal 
Home Loan Bank, which some 
non-insured associations advertise, 
is not deposit insurance. It is an| 
added assurance of safety, but for! 
maximum safety, a savings and 
loan association should have both 
deposit insurance and membership| 
in the Federal Home Loan Bank, 
advises Martin Wolfson, of B. C. 
Morton & Co., a securities firm 
specializing in such investments.

Makes offenses 
involving moral turpitude an additional ground for denial, sus- 
pension or revocation of liquor licenses. Establishes three-man 
board to hear appeals from department’s decisions, Prohibits State 
manufacture or sale of liquor. Preserves consistent provisions of 
existing Alcoholic Beverage Control Act and existing license fee 
scale, until Legislature provides otherwise.”

Why did so many people vote for No. 3, then? 

The answer is obvious. The revelations about Samish, 
about the amount of beer lobby money he poured into political 
campaigns, constituted one reason for such a big vote for 
No. 3.

Paul Leake, the recent newcomer to the Board of Equali- 
zation, gives every sign of being another honest and efficient 
member of the board. Much of the agitation for No. 3 was 
connected with his name, and with his efforts to clean up the 
situation throughout the State. But however commendable his 
efforts have been, and however honest his motives, this thing 
that the voters in a rage have adopted must be examined on 
its own merits, not on the merits of well meaning but excited 
people who felt that anything, anything at all, would be bet- 
ter than the conditions long prevailing. 

What kind of campaigns for the Governorship will we 
have in the future, with the Governor having the power to 
name this czar-like Director of Alcoholic Beverage Control? 
What kind of campaigns for the Legislature will we have in 
the future, with a majority of the State Senate having the 
power of concurring or rejecting the nomination by the Gov- 
ernor of a man for this office, and with a legislative majority 
having the power of removal of the man from this office? 

Shades of Samish! We can hear already the tloods of 
money from the liquor lobby pouring into these campaigns! 

It was bad enough during the last campaign, with the 
revelations connecting Goody Knight's campaign machine 
with the liquor interests in Bonelli's district. What will it be 
like in the future when both Governorship and membership in 
the Legislature are set up as ninepins for the liquor interests 
to bowl at? 

These are questions the people of California will soon be 
forced to think over.
